Washington, Nov. 26.—That Theo- 


dore Roosevelt, the private citizen, 
will be able to manage his own affairs 
after March 4 next without bothering 
the nation as a whole was the declar- 
ation of the president in an interview 
yesterday.

President-elect Taft reward a single 
friend of his; he will not suggest a 
single cabinet appointment, he will 
not suggest that any one be kept In 
the cabinet, nor will he seem to give 
advice to the new president.

Taft should ask his advice It will he 
civen nnd given in the most kindly 
spirit and in pood faith.

Easy Money in Buying South- 


western Sheep and Feeding 


Them on the Home Farm. 


BY C. C. STARR, 


Missouri Colltjo of Agriculture. 


Farmers in this vicinity have during 


the past few years engaged In sheep 
feeding on 
very large scale. 
The 


NO MUD FOR HOGS 


sheep are brought from points In N«w 
Mexico, fed and shipped on to mar- 
ket. 
The sheep are a cross between 


the range Merino and the black-faced 
breeds. 
Probably the most used mut- 


ton breed is the Shropshire. 


The quality of tfiese sheep is con- 


stantly improving by the use of Im- 
proved blood. They are different from 
the true western 
In that they are 


smaller, of bcttp.r quality and command 
a higher price when finished. 


They are email, closely made little 


fellow? and nre wonderful 
rustlers. 


They are hardy, herd well In large 
numbers and fatten evenly. They are 
herded on the range and so are used 
to men; in fact, they are tamer than 
natives. 


When fat they outsell all other classes, 


except, of course, the Christmas lambs, 
because of their small, hard-fleshed 
frames and their high killing per cent. 
For these reasons a finished bunch o£ 
New Mexicans never goes begging in 
market. 


The feeders receive their sheep either 


as lambs or yearlings. In New Mexico 
the choice yearling wethers, weighing 
from 70 to 75 pounds, are bought for 
about 53.00 a hundred. 


Choice lambs weighing from 60 to 65 


pounds cost from $3.25 to $3.50 a hun- 
dred. 


The shipping, dipping, feed in transit 


and the Inspection charges amount to 
from 40 to 45 cents a head, making 
yearlings cost, laid down, $2.50 a head, 
and Iambs slightly less. The sheep am 
shipped on through billing to Chicago 
or St. Louis, but allowed the privilege 
of stop for feeding. 


The manner In which the sheep are 


led is determined by the time the 
feeder desires to market his stock. If 
the feeder aims for the December or 
January market the sheep are turned 
on grass and grain Is given to them 
at once. 
All of the sheep arrive 


September or October. 


As they do not know corn or'any 


other grain they must be taught to eat. 
Two or three bushels of shucked corn 
are scattered over the soil In a clean 
place. 
Some of the ears are 'partly 


shelled and salt is scattered over the 
corn. Soon some enterprising one finds 
that he is getting something else than 
salt as he- licks the salt. 


Next he discovers that this some- 


thing else tastes good, and it must be 
those 
When 
quickly lets his friends know of the 
discovery. 


They 
investigate 
and 
tell 
their 


friends and sooner than you imagine 


•= 
-the -whole -flock eats corn as if raisec 
on it. "When oats is cheap it is usec 
to start the sheep, as the sheep seem 
to learn to like oats quicker than other 
feeds. 


As soon as they are eating oats corn 


Is substituted, as the sheep will readily 
eat any grain if used to another. One 
of the most successful methods is to 
turn the sleep into a. cornfield 'when 
still green, but after the corn is ma- 
tured. 


It may seem 
Improbable, but the 


sheep harvest the corn better than a 
man. 
No ear is too high for • these 


hardy rustlers, and 
the blades an 


striped oft, leaving but a field of ban 
stalks. 


The advantages of this method are 


that sheep gain rapidly, do their own 
feeding, scatter the manure themselves 
and waste no feed. If the. feeder is no 
BO situated that he can practice this 
method, he feeds corn on grass, scat 
tering- the corn on fresh, clean sod. 


Fodder or cane is also scattered fo. 


roughage. "When fodder or cane is no 
to be had, plenty of bright, clean 
clover and timothy hay is fed. Sheep 
with good grass flesh-will be ready fo 
market in from forty-five to sixty-fivi 
days, the yearlings weighing from Si 
to 85 pounds and the lambs from 7' 
to 75 pounds. This shows a gain o 
from five to eight pounds a month fo 
these hardy, "Eelf-feeding" New Mex 
leans.

' The size, width of body, weight of 
fleece, production of large, good lambs, 
coupled with their smothness, quality 
and hardiness, are the qualifications 
which are rapidly widening this breed's 
field of popularity. 


The Leicesters are not altogether sat- 


isfactory for the average farmer. They 
are a bit tender, but are fine of bone 
and grow a fleece of excellent quality,

DAIRY METHODS IN NEW JERSEY 


The farmer tries to have his cows 


calve during the first three months of 
the year. They are housed at night 
(luring the winter, being brought in 
about 4 o'clock in the afternoon, when 
they are milked, each receiving about 
three-quarters of a bushel of roots and 
some hay. 


At S o'clock a bundle of straw is giv- 


en to each. 


In the morning they are milked and 


fed about 6 o'clock, again receiving the 
same allowance of roots and hay, and 
at 9 are turned out to pasture. 


Farmers endeavor to dry their cows 


about a month or six weeks 
before 


calving. Bran mashes are given them 
about the time of calving and for :i 
fortnight thereafter, the only time thia 
food Is used.

about six weeks. Heifer calve's are in- 
variably reared. 


About two weeks after calving cows

The most Intelligent feed- 
ers say that natural feeding prevents, 
or greatly lessens, the danger from 
tuberculosis. 


As a rule feeders are in no hurry- 


to set their animals on full feed and 
usually take four months or more to 
do tills. 
Cattle- put into the stalls or 


feed yards from the first of October 
to the middle of November are ready 
for market by the first of March to the 
middle of June. 
The feeding period 


varies from 120 to 200 days. 


Professor Kennedy says that whilo 


to an American feeder the grain ra- 
tions fed by English feeders may look 
small, the gains made by the cattle are 
fully as great as those obtained by the 
most successful American feeders. This 
fact, he thinks, demonstrates that the 
English method must insure more thor- 
ough digestion of tiie grain and cake

Cattle are fattened on grass in all
